it would seriously reduce th,e volume 
of trade aud would Inflict, commercial 
trouble that thin country could 
ill 


afford. Tbe thre*t of France has beeu ' 
to enforce the maximum duties Iu the1' 
caM of cotton aud cottonseed oil, and 
exclude American meali altogether uu-. 
lew they have a government certlocml* 
of microscopic Inspection. These three 
articlea are the articles of largest trmde 
belweeu this couutry aud France, and 
their reductlou under the new tariff 
arrangement would me«ii great loss to 
tlie planters of the south and the cattle 
raisers all over the country. We have 
just escaped a trade war with 
Ger- 


many by sending a comuiiaslou of 
tarIB experts to that Couutry aud fix- 
ing up au agreeuieut under 
which 


trade between the two nations will con- 
tinue for another year till Congress has 
a chance to make a tlelluile treaty 
arrangement.
